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Mr. Lewis Makes a Speech 


Unhappily for the entertainment of the 


American voter, who sat everywhere at his 
fireside lasi Friday night, there was no 
television through which to 
view 
the 


bushy eyebrows and great mane of John 
L. Lewis at the labor chieftain 
thun- 


dered out a denunciation of the Roosevelt 
ambitions that probably will never be 
equalled for accuracy and excellence. 


The great booming voice of Mr. Lewis 


seemed to come from his shoes. But the 
words he poured forth were those of a 
scholar. Aside from his particujar views 
in this campaign it is a singular com- 
mentary upon American life that this 
labor chieftain who went to work when 
he was a boy and left off school when it 
was just becoming interesting 
should 


have, by his own diligence and in the 
manner followed by so many of our grand- 
fathers, educated himself in the classics, 
in history and in government so that he 
stands far in advance of most of those 
who were carefully schooled for six or 
eight years in the cloistered halls of the 
best universities here and abroad. 


Mr. Lewis will have none of the sweet 


little parlor excuses 
advanced by the 


President for accepting the nomination for 
* third term, excuses just like those he 
started giving his nurses when a child and 
which they were paid to accept, pat him 
on the head and tell him what a great lit- 
tle man he was. 
Bluntly Mr. Lewis de- 


clarer: 


"Personally craving for power, the 


over-weening, abnormal 
and' selfish 


craving for increased power is a thing 
to alarm and dismay. America needs 
no superman. It denies the philosophy 
that runs to the deification of the) 
state. America wants no royal family." 
Starting with this premise Mr. Lewis 


turned back the pages of American his- 
tory. And in that very turning he com- 
mitted a crime against the Roosevelt dy- 
nasty. American history, particularly its 
blood and sweat and toil, are highly dis- 
tasteful to our aristocrats. They run from 
spilling their own blood. 
They shudder 


at the thought of sweating. And to them 
toil is the business of an ox. 


But Mr. Lewis knows his history and 


its terrible lessons: 


"Our forebears paid the price in 


blood, agony, privation and sorrow, 
requisite for the building of this re- 
public. Are ve now to cast away that 
priceless liberty which is our heritage?

I 
am opposed to any involvement in for- 
eign wars. The people are willing, a.- I 
am, to contribute everything for the 
defense of our geographical integrity, 
our families, our possessions, our lib- 
erties and our lives. The flaming hor- 
ror of the current war now ingulfs 
many nation--. Reason would j-reni to 
prompt a course of national action de- 
signed to restrict and abate the war, 
rather than to expand and intonjiiy it;; 
scope and destruction." 
And as if further evidence were forth- 


coming to support the orator, on the morn- 
ing after his address came the short an- 
nouncement from the White House that it 
had turned away from any possible pro- 
posals of peace or the employment of its 
food offices in behalf of a steadied world 
condition.

The Spirit of the 
Officers 


Reserve Corps 


When the resolution was passed by 


congress authorizing the president to call 
out the National Guard for a year's mili- 
tary training, little attention was paid the 
added phrase in the brief bill "and other 
reserve components of the army." 


The principal part of these "other re- 


serve components" is the Officers Reserve 
Corps, a force of about 105,000 young men 
who have enlisted in years past for train- 
ing and preparation. 
General Marshall 


recently called them "the greatest single 
asset" of the nation at present. 


Many of these young men arc married 


and have dependents. 
Many, too, have 


jobs in the professions and kindred posi- 
tions where their continued presence in a 
locality is a vital factor to their income. 


Yet it is interesting to hear 
from 


headquarters of this army corps area at 
Chicago that its 7,500 of such officers have 
sent in only three resignations since the 
resolution was passed making them liable 
to a year's active duty. One of these was 
from an officer who said he did not be- 
lieve this was a real emergency but was 
politically inspired. 


The fact that all these young men 


stand ready and willing to offer what- 
ever services they can give to their coun- 
try despite the sacrifices it will cost them 
and their families is an insight into Amer- 
ica's determination to make itself ready 
for any contingency.

Washing ton—It has been carefully hushed up 


inside the state department, but recently a dis- 
tinguished group of citizens on the president's 
advisory committee for political refugees almost 
resigned and blew the lid off the appeasement 
group among career diplomats. The incident is 
important because it indicates that the old state 
department appeasement clique still is func- 
tioning right under the nose of Cordell Hull. 


The president's refugee committee is headed 


by James G. McDonald, who handled the refu- 
gee problem for the League of Nations, and in- 
cludes Archbishop Joseph F. Rumrnpl of New 
Orleans; editor Hamilton Fish Armstrong; 
George Warren; Basil Harris, formerly of Unit- 
ed States Lines; Prof. Joseph P. Chamberlain 
of Columbia; and Rev. Samuel Cavert of the 
World Alliance for International Friendship. It 
was appointed shortly after the fall of France 
at the suggestion of far-sighted Sumner Welles, 
who felt that the plight of German, Czech, Jew- 
ish and Catholic refugees in France should be 
handled through a central agency. 


The committee immediately swung into ac- 


tion and after carefully investigating a long list 
o£ refugees, finally recommended that 651 pro- 
'essors, churchmen and former government of- 
ficials be admitted to the United States. This 
was two and one half months ago. 


These names also were checked by the justice 


department, which approved them and sent the 
ist to the state department. After that nothing 
happened. Two and one half months passed and 
inly fifteen refugees recommended by the presi- 
dent's committee were admitted to the United 
States. 
ROOSEVELT ISSUES VISAS 


Two and a half months was a long time to de- 


ay when many of the refugees were in immi- 
nent danger of being removed from France to 


lermany. So the committee began to ask ques- 
ions as to what had happened at the state de- 
partment. Specifically, they-asked questions of 
Jreckinridge Long, assistant secretary of state, 
n charge of passport visas. In fact, they made 
ife so miserable for the placid Mr. Long that 
ong even complained to the president that he 
ad appointed a committee of trouble-makers. 
At this point Mr. McDonald and other mem- 


bers of his committee stormed down to Wash- 
ington with fire in their eyes and demanded 
that matters be straightened out. Accordingly, 
Roosevelt asked Under Secretary of State Welles 
and Solicitor General Biddle to investigate. 
They held a meeting with irate committee mem- 
bers and Breckinridge Long, at which Welles 
was dumbfounded at the state department's 
sabotage of the Refugee Committee. 


"But, Breck," he said, addressing the assistant 


secretary of stale, "only fifteen refugees admit- 
ted in two and a half months, out of 651? How 
do you explain that?" 
• Mr. Breckinridge Long fidgeted and sputtered. 
He had no explanation.

COUNTING THE REINDEER AND THE FISK 


The 1940 census of Ihe human population of 


the United States having been completed, at- 
tention has turned to counting of quadrupeds 
and fish. What the deparlmenl of the inlerior 
describes as "the greatest out-of-doors census of 


sisted of a count of the reindeer in the territory 
not included in native-owned herds. This enum- 
eration is preliminary to their purchase to add 
to the food supply of the Alaskan Eskimos. 
Herdsmen, dog teams and departmental agents 
in airplanes participated, and an area as large 
as Texas was covered. The irec reindeer were 
found to number 82,500. 


Even counting reindeer scattered over a wide 


area seems an ca\v task compared with estimat- 
ing the number of fish in Ihe sen.

When a sufficient num- 
ber of such counts lm-e been made, officials 
will bo able to estimate the number of fish.

BRITISH CHILDREN

tistics" or that much older adage: "Figures don't lie, 
but liars figure." We have to use statistics but we 
ought not let them argue us out of the evidence of 
our five senses. 
Mr. Roosevelt says that times are better than in 1929. 


Everybody old enough to remember doesn't need to be 
told that no such statement is within miles of the 
truth. There are still 9,000,000 unemployed. The WPA 
relief rolls are rising. There are about 11,000,000 more 
people with 2,000,000 fewer employed. But Mr. Roose- 
velt says: "The output of our factories and mines is

our methods to some totalitarian 
form. This is a prospect that any 
lover of democracy must view with 
consternation."
